Sir , 


A Perfon laft Week being at Plow in a Clofe near 
the Bank of the River Usk, which the Ancients 
called ifea, (which glides by us about a quarter of a 
Mile off and in fight of this TownJ came thwart a 
Stone, and finding Letters thereon, took it up whole; 
’tis about a Yard in length, and about three Quar¬ 
ters broad I went to the place, and took a true 
Copy thereof, which l here make bold to fend you. 
There was underneath it fome feeming Oblong Square 
Sepulcher of Stones, rude in order. A little furcher 
in chat Clofe, where that River wears oue the Land, 
there was, fome time before, a large Earthen Poc taken 
out of the Bank by the River-fide, which had therein 
the Scull and Bones of fome Perfon, by fome thought 
to be a Child Murther’d j But 1 rather conjecture it a 
Roman Urn.

Sir, 

This ancient and fair Infcription confirms what others 
have found hereabouts 5 and what Cambden and other 
Hiftorians fhew us, viz- That the fecond Roman Legion 
called Augujla, brought into Britain by t Ludius Caftr un¬ 
der the Ccndud of Fefpajian, was placed here at Ifca 
or Caer Legion, by Julius Frontims, in order to awe the 
Silures : And that General obtained feveral Vi&ories over 
them and their Neighbours in feveral places hereabouts. 

There feems to be nothing of Moment or of difficulty 
in this infcription; but Viilor Lugduni : Which as I think 
we have no ground from Biflory to refer to Lyons in 
France, fo I guefs that Expreffion may be thus accounted 
for. The River Lugg is famous in the Neighbouring 
Parts; and as Dynas or Dyn hath been laid to fignihe a 
Town in the Ancient Britijh Language ; and that Dun 
doth alfo ferve to exprefs a Hill or Coven as we Rill call 
it; (which 1 think isderived from the Britijh alfo) proba¬ 
bly Lugduni here may exprefs fome Town or Hi'l near the 
River Lugg ; and fince there is a Place called to this Day 
Luckton, on the fide of the River Lugg in Herefordshire, 
perhaps that may bid fair to be the very place where Fa- 
krius obtained the Victory perpetuated by this Infcription.
